Postage Meters. 
To Be Installed 
Ai Post Office 


Postal Patron John Q. Public 
in 182 cities will soon enjoy 
“metered” mailing of his parcel 
post packages at the local post 
office for the first time. Post- 
masters in that many cities will 
shortly install special postage 
meters that dispatch parcels with- 
out so much as the lick of a 
stamp, cutting in half the waiting- 
in-line time at post office win- 
dows. 

These installations are part of a 
500-machine contract which the 
Post Office Department has plac- 
ed with Pitney-Bowes, Inc., mak- 
ers of mailing machines for busi- 
ness and government. They will 
bring the number of U. S. cities 
having this postal service to 282 
and the number of individual post 
office installations over the 1,200 
mark, 

Here is how the new public 
service works: The window clerk 
at the parcel post window weighs 
your package, computes the fee, 
takes your money and touches 
levers on the electrically-operat- 
ed postage meter machine. 

Out pops a small printed label, 
gummed and even automatically 
moistened, complete with postage 
of the exact total value, plus city 
postmark and date of mailing. It’s 
slapped on your package, and the 
transaction’s over. Time spent 
waiting in line is halved, and 
stamp-licking abolished. 

Mechanically, the new device 
is a cousin of the familiar postage 
meter used by business firms 
under government license to 
stamp and seal letters, and to 
prepay parcel post charges, in 
their own offices and shipping 
rooms. 

The new post office model com- 
pletely eliminates the storing, 
selecting, handling and affixing 
of the various denominations of 
stamps needed to make up the

sorted for early train dispatch. 


postage charges and fees, since 
any value—from lc to $10.00—is 
issued instantly in a single “met- 
er stamp.” In a test installation in 
a large Eastern post office, a 
queue of sixty parcel-laden people 
was served in exactly ten min- 
utes. 

Hygienically minded people 
like the new system because it 
does away with the handling and 
tongue-licking of stamps. 

There are major savings to 
Uncle Sam as well as John Q., 
since the machine not. only 
speeds up window and counter 
service, but “metered” parcels 
require no canceling and post- 
marking and can be more quickly 


Another advantage is that post 

office inspectors, cashiers and 
clerks are protected by automatic 
and foolproof postage control and 
accounting, since the meter’s 
registers can be read like gas or 
water meters, and the stage, 
even when imprinted, is non- 
negotiable. 
_ The metered mail system, orig- 
inated twenty-seven years ago 
by the Pitney-Bowes company 
has now reached the point where 
last year over $235,000,000—more 
than one-fifth—of all U. S. post- 
age revenue was collected via 
postage meters instead of by or- 
dinary postage stamps. This in- 
cludes revenue from _ business 
firms’ meters ri A and none 
from meters installed in post of- 
fices.

Comptroller's Decision Reversed; 


Out Of Town Auction Buyers Will 
Not Have To Pay City Sales Tax 





Due to the fact that the stamp trade spear-headed by the Am- 


erican Stamp Dealers Association, 
one to fight the recent ruling of 


in the city of New York rose as 
the city comptroller that a 2% 


tax must be paid on all auction purchases the ruling has been revers- 
ed. The comptroller had ruled that the 2% sales tax applicable to 


all purchases made in New York 
out-of-town buyers at the auctions 


City must also be paid by the 
conducted by stamp firms within 


the city limits. He based his decision on the fact that the actual act 
of purchasing was made by a customer at the place of auction and 


not in his or her home town. 

The burden of the battle was 
carried by the many auction firms 
who are resident in the city and 
who probably conduct 65 per-cent 
of all the auctions held in the 
United States. Contributions were 
made by each of the interested 
parties to hire legal talent to rep- 
resent their interests. The battle 
seems now to have been won, for 
those buyers at the various auc- 
tions who are not residents of the 
city, will not be charged the 2 
per-cent sales tax on their pur- 
chases. 

If the decision had been left 
as it stood in favor of the City of 
New York, it would have put 
many, or all of the stamp auction- 
ing firms on a very unenviable 
spot. This, because the purchasers 
outside of the city would have 
ceased to bid at the auctions in 
defiance of the tax, and thereby 
would have cut down the list of 
eligible bidders to almost noth- 
ing. Some of the firms were seri- 
ously thinking of setting up shop 
in one of the nearby New Jersey 
towns, and several had already 
been negotiating for desirable 
business locations. 

As the ruling now stands, only 
those collectors who accept the 
delivery of the stamps that they 
have purchased at auction in the 
limits of the City of New York will 
pay the 2 per-cent sales tax. 

Pending the outcome of the pro- 
test by the various auction firms, 
the money that they had been 
required to charge as tax was kept 
in a separate account. This now 
will be distributed to the buyers 
who paid the tax, in different 
ways. 

One leading firm, offers to 
credit any amounts so withheld 
against the next purchases of their 
clients. They will also make a re- 
fund if this alternative is desired. 

The ASDA, through its attorney, 
has been promised the written 
decision on the matter. The dealers 
feel that when this document is 
in their hands, that the matter is 
closed and that they are free to 
continue their out of town busi- 
ness as before, Several have stated 
that they will not make any defi- 
nite moves toward refunding, or 
crediting the tax refunds due their 
clients until they have seen the 
official written decision. This cau- 
tion is understandable in view 
of the arbitrary nature of the 
original ruling.

at auction had slowed somewhat 
pending the final decision on the 
appeal made by the attorneys for 
the auction firms. Now that the 
decision which reversed the comp- 
troller has been made public, more 
selling activity will undoubtedly 
take place. At least two of the 
largest auction houses had with- 
held the announcement of any 
future auctions until the sales tax 
matter was cleared in a satisfac- 
tory manner. 

This seems to be the first at- 
tempt on the part of a branch of 
the government, local state, or 
federal, to levy a tax on stamp 
collectors and their transactions. 
There has been some talk on the 
part of tax hungry politicians 
to demand tribute in the form of 
taxes on private collections such 
as is practised in some of the 
foreign nations. Vigilance on the 
part of the trade, the national 
societies, the local groups and in- 
dividuals can prevent such a 
move by immediate and intelli- 
gent action.

These are values in Taiwan dol- 
lars which are exchanged for 
Chinese dollars at a basis of 
$80.00 Chinese to $1.00 Taiwan, 
so if offers of these stamps 
seem high compared to recent 
Chinese issues it is due to this 
great difference in currency 
value. 

GERMANY: Six values for the 
French zone district of Baden 
have been released, the subjects 
shown are Hebel (a poet), the 
red palace at Rastatt, peasant 
girl, Hans Baldung Grien (an 
artist), the black forest, and a 
gothic style building.

PHILIPPINES: A new 20 C. 

special delivery showing a 

messenger on a_ bicycle has 

been issued. 

PHILIPPINES: A set honoring 

General MacArthur is to be re- 

leased in February, 1948. 

RUSSIA: A set to honor the 

famous subway, has been re- 

leased.

hoisted on the Antarctic Prince 
Edward Island in the southern 
Indian Ocean 1,400 miles southeast 
of South Africa, with a view to 
making the island an important 
air base. 


The flag was ceremoniously 


hoisted there by South African 
officers from the frigate Trans- 
vaal, which left Capetown under 
sealed orders on Sunday, Decem- 
ber 21, 


It was thought that occupa- 


tion took place at the same time on 
December 26 as an Australian ex- 
pedition hoisted the Australian 
flag over Heard Island, further 
bsouth and east. 


These two islands add new links 


to a defense chain. 


The presence of a Russian whal- 


ing fleet in the southern seas may 
have precipitated the occupations.

First Day Cover collectors must 
act at once to obtain the cancella- 
tion of the Discovery of Gold in 
California stamp. This event is 

ake place on January 24 at 
Coloma, Calif, although covers 
must be sent to the postmaster at 
Sacramento, Calif. for first day 
service. The announcement is too 
short for comfort, and it will re- 
quire that many collectors use 
airmail to get their covers to that 
office in time. 

The Post Office Department 
should not be blamed entirely for 
the suddenness of the announce- 
ment, but they should be given a 
going over for submitting to the 
pressure of the California “eager 
beavers” who insisted that the 
stamp be released on that date. 
The Californians who were in- 
volved in pressuring the POD into 
a release before it was ready, 
certainly can’t be thanked for their 
efforts, This is another exhibition 
of the thoughtless pressure that 
the POD submits to, due to poli- 
tics. 

This column still insists that the 
United States Post Office Depart- 
ment, which should be considered 
a dignified business, act along the 
following suggestions in regards 
to the issuing of postage stamps: 

1, Let qualified artists design the 
stamps. The artists can listen to 
the suggestions of the various 
stamp proposing groups, and use 
them if practicable, but they 
should never be bound to accept 
them. 

2. Let the Post Office Depart- 
ment make its own arrangements 
for the release and the handling 
of new issues of stamps. As above, 
they can listen to the suggestions 
of interested parties, but should 
not be bound to use them. 

If you agree with the above, tell 
Postmaster General Donaldson 
your views on the matter with a 
short letter.

where the stamp should go ordin- 
arily. Thus passes another frank- 
ing privelege. Maj. James T. De- 
Voss of Arlington, Va., and Maj. 
Lawrence‘D. Ely of Dayton, Ohio 
sent me covers on the last day of 
use of their franking privelege. 
Thank yous are extended*to both 
of the Majors. 


Either memories are quite short, 
or some postmasters don’t read 
the instructions that they get from 
Washington. I saw a cover with 
the George Washington Carver 
stamp on it postmarked on Jan- 
uary 5, from an Ohio town. This 
date was the first day of issue, 
and only from the Tuskegee In- 
stitute, Ala. post office. Another 
collector wrote in that he had 
purchased the Carver stamp at 
his local postoffice in Maine on 
December 31, but didn’t realize 
that he had done oe unusual 
until he saw his January 5 edition 
of Linn’s wherein news was Car- 
ried of that stamp. He hurried to 
place a few of them on cover, and 
did manage to get the January 5 
postmark at his Maine postoffice. 
Please don’t ask for the names of 
the towns, or the collectors since 
we don’t want to put the respective 
postmasters on the spot. 


Wonder how many businesses 
can equal the record of the Post 
Office Department in the handling 
of their own services? During 1946, 
the Department handled more than 
36 billion pieces of mail (you 
couldn’t even begin to picture this 
amount). Yet less than .04 of one 
per cent of the mail failed to reach 
its destination. This is phenomen- 
al considering the fact that nearly 
20 percent of all mail is improperly 
addressed. 

The series of cachets of the 
Federal Memorial Hall Associates 
has been praised highly by those 
who have taken advantage of the 
offer of this group. Their service 
in replacing unsatisfactory, or 
damaged covers without question, 
and in fast time, has endeared 
them also to cover collectors. 
Joseph F. Barron of Pittsburgh, 
Pa. writes that a cover that he had 
sent in for the November 11 cachet 
was mistakenly cacheted Novem- 
ber 17. When he discovered the 
error, he prepared another cover 
and on it placed one of the new 
Everglades stamps. He sent the 
cover back for the Novmeber 11 
cachet and got it, plus a November 
11 postmark. Do’ you get what 
happened? The Everglades stamp 
was not issued until December 
5, and here is an official postmark 
on November 11! There was no 
deliberate attempt on the part of 
Mr. Barron to flim-flam the post 
office. He didn’t realize what he 
had, until another matter bounced 
it into his consciousness, 

The Fort Stanton Stamp Club, 
U. S. Marine Hospital, Fort Stan- 
ton, N. Mex. is composed of serv- 
icemen who are convalescing from 
some of the rough going of the war 
in the Pacific. They have been re- 
ceiving stamps from various in- 
dividuals and as a token of their 
appreciation sent cacheted first 
day covers to these people. The 
cachet was designed and printed 
in the occupational therapy depart- 
ment of the hospital by one of the 
patient members. 


A DID YOU KNOW ITEM: 
Since the administration of Will- 
iam McKinley, Ira T. Smith has 
been a member of the White House 
staff, and is now head of its mail 
room.

Try some bids on things you want in this line and see for 
yourself: Do not bid for more than you can pay for. Pay your 
bill promptly and the auction dealer will be your friend. It 
is very practical when bidding at auction to list a number of 
bids of items you want and then write a letter to the dealer 
and advise him that under any circumstances, he is not to 
buy more than $25 or $50 worth of lots for you at the sale. 
In this manner you can make numerous bids, yet hold your 
net purchase down to a sum you can meet. Try the auctions 
if you have not yet done so and you will find them a fas- 


cinating way to add many nice stamps to your collection: .

Numerous articles have appeared in the 
philatelic press in recent years, listing and 
describing a group of 
stamps’ from many countries which show 
something about the United States—‘Am- 
ericana,” 
lists, however, have included a much small- 
er group of issues whose designs closely 
resemble those of some 
States’ own stamps. Yet these items should 
be of particular interest to the Americana 
collector, representing as they do the Am- 
ericana of the Postage Stamp itself. The 
reproduction of the design of a stamp from 
another country has occurred several times 
in connection with the recent centennial 
of the postage stamp. Cuba and Mexico 
used the types of Britain, Spain, and Brazil 
in this way, and Liberia and Mexico used 
the 1847 United States issue.

1849. Actually, before adopting 
ja new design, the Belgian Gov- 
ernment ordered at least eleven 
'dies of various essays, and four 
transfer rollers, as well as the 
jfinal plate, all within three 
months. In following through 
|the successive phases of the de- 
|velopment of the ‘medallion,’ it 
is noted that the portrait of King 
{Leopold I was. styled from 
that drawn by Baugniet. The name 
of J. Wiener appears as contract- 
or for making the plates and sup- 


;plying the stamps to the Belgian 


Government. 

“Two essays for the new design 
were submitted, one by Delpierre 
and the other by Wiener. Both de- 
signs having presented the same 
oval arrangement, it appears that 
the Government was inspired by 
the design of the stamps issued in 
1847 by the United States of Am- 
erica and had imposed such an 
arrangement on the designers, 

‘Delpierre surrounded the oval 
with foliage having a great simi- 
larity to that on the American 
stamp, Wiener replaced the foliage 
with ornaments made up of curved 
lines, and, expecting to see his de- 
sign adopted, actually proceeded 
to make a plate of it. 

“The Government, however, in- 
sisted on certain modifications in 
the portrait, and as for the orna- 
ments, Wiener was obliged to 
abandon his curve pattern and 
adopt the foliage appearing on the 
American stamps. He did this re- 
luctantly, no doubt, for it is hard- 
ly conceivable that an artist of 
such great talent would of his 
own inclination consent to copying 
into his work the motifs already 
used two years before in the 
stamps of a foreign country. 

“Wiener then made a die ac- 
cording to the instructions which 
had been given him.” 

This design, with further minor 
changes, was the basis for all Bel- 
gian stamps of the succeeding 15 
years. Certainly these stamps de- 
serve an honored place as the first 
“Americana” 
interesting and valuable.

set are shown a llama and a ship. 
Collectors of U. S. stamps will 
quickly recognize the ship as the 
U.S.S. Adriatic, subject of the 12- 
cent 1869, No. 117, It is known that 
both stamps were printed by the 
National Bank Note Co., and the 
engravings are almost identical. 
Minor changes made on the Peru- 
vian die include shortening of the 
hull, removal of flags and 
strengthening of the rigging, and 
lightening of the sky. The reason 
for this choice is not known, but 
apparently the engraver simply 
used the first ship picture at hand 
to fill the Peruvian order.

WHAT IS A WILSON ROULETTE? 


i nase pec ae 








You've of course heard of the Kansas City roulettes. Scott never recognized them, 
for they were not official, but they are known to most collectors, especially to those 
interested in private perforations. 


The Wilson Roulettes are a somewhat similar tale. J. Hull Wilson of Pittsburgh 
left a large quantity of imperforate sheets with a Pittsburgh bank back in 1929. In brief, 
circumstances of which we may guess, it being 1929, made it impossible for him to re- 
deem his collateral, and the bank, after being unable to cash them in, had them per- 
forated for postage use. Accepted in this form by the Pittsburgh Post Office, it wasn’t 
long until collectors heard of them, 


E. T. Parker, of Bethlehem, Pa. negotiated with the bank for the unused portion, and 
when he died, the bulk of the holding passed to Dr. W. L. Babcock of Detroit. After 
his death some years ago, small holdings appeared on the market, but I am now able 
to announce that the greatest part of these have passed into my possession, 


The Wilson roulettes have always been popular, and have been auction favorites for 
some time. This is, however, the first time that they have been commercially offered 
at these low prices, The stamp that we are offering is the 2c Offset, Scott No. 532c, 
Type IV, which has a catalog price of $2 each in ordinary imperforate condition. Due 
to our desire to dispose of these quickly, rather than to hold them over a period of 
years until the market can absorb them slowly, we are offering them for actually 
less than they are worth as regular stamps, discounting the fact that they are the scarce 
Wilson roulettes. 


Each of these is individually signed and guaranteed and specified as the Wilson 
Roulette.

WHAT IS AN ESSAY?* 


(An Essay is a design, or part of a design, essayed to or produced by a government 
(or established mail carrier service) for a stamp and differing from an officially issued 
stamp.) 


Collectors have, to a great extent, ignored the existence of proofs and essays in 
their collecting, due to the high cost of some of them. It is not generally known 
that many of these interesting philatelic items are most reasonable priced, and 
that a good representative collection of them can be built up at a very moderate cost. 
Among the more interesting but inexpensive United States essays are those produced 
by the National Bank Note Co. for submission to the United States Post Office De- 
partment in April, 1864, listed in Brazer’s “Essays for United States Adhesive 
Stamps” as #85E-E. The stamps are printed on thin delicate paper in fugitive ink, 
so designed that once they have been wet (i. e, affixed to the envelope) they 
cannot be removed, since the design washes away. The idea behind it was to pre- 
vent re-use of the stamps. Bearing the head of Washington, they are in the denom- 
ination of three cents, 


The patented process was used by Prussia for its stamps in 1866 on the 10sg and the 
30sg. It is fortunate that it was never adopted here for had it been, we would have 
no stamps in used condition for our albums. In unused form, however, these essays are 
of philatelic and historic interest, and deserve a place in every collection.

soon provided the subjecf for 
copies by two other’ countries. 
Only three years later, Mexico 
produced a short-set, Nos. 146-149, 
using the same style and arrange- 
ment, but for regular postage, A 
better reproduction was made by 
the State of New South Wales in 
Australia, for its own first post- 
age dues in 1891. The only notable 
changes were the substitution of a 
kangaroo and an emu for the “U” 
and “S” at the sides, “Pence” for 
“Cents,” and the addition of “N. 
S.W.” in a box at the bottom. New 
South Wales had a very progres-

sive postal service. This colony 
issued the first stamps in Austra- 
lia, and the first postage dues. One 
may imagine that some travelling 
official returned from a visit to 
the United States with copies of 
the postal due stamp (They were 
not used in Britain until 1914.) 
and the suggestion that the Colony 
might find such a stamp useful. 
Later, when the Australian Com- 
monwealth was formed in 1901, 
the same plates were used for 
a time with the “N.S.W.” scratched 
off, and then the design was re- 
drawn with no name, the bottom 
border being filled in to match the 
others. These stamps were used 
for 10 years throughout most of 
Australia,,and were made at the 
Government Printing Office in 
Sydney. 





Venezuela-Scott No, 118 


The Columbian issue of 1893 
furnished the background for two 
members of this interesting group. 
In the same year, Venezuela is- 


sued a commemorative (No, 118) 
of her participation in the Chicago 
Fair, picturing the landing of Col- 
umbus. The general arrangement 
and border detail of this stamp 


are so similar to the American is- 


sue that there can be little doubt 
they were made by the same en- 
graver, the American Bank Note 
Co., and being for a like purpose 
received similar treatment.

When Newfoundland, in 1897, 


commemorated the 400th anniver- 
sary of John Cabot’s explorations, 
the American Bank Note Co. pro- 
duced a set in which one (No. 68)

thew.” The striking resemblance 
of this engraving to that of the 
“Santa Maria” on the 3-cent U.S. 
Columbian is not coincidental— 
actually it was the same ship. 
When Columbus returned to Spain 
in 1493, his flagship was in poor 
condition. He sold the “Santa 
Maria” to an English dealer, who 
decided the old hull was still good 
for a few years. He refitted and 
restored the ship and sold her to 
John Cabot to sail once more the 
broad Atlantic. The U.S. Post Of- 
fice Department bulletin lists the 
source of the design as “a Spanish 
engraving,” and the same original 
was obviously the model for the 
Newfoundland issue,

Other examples of duplication 
of an American design have ap- 
peared in recent years. The most 
common are the special delivery 
stamps of the Dominican Republic. 
From 1925 to 1945 the motorcycle 
messenger delivered his letters to 
the same door in Ciudad Trujillo 
as he did in Washington, D. C. 
Two redrawings of the Dominican 
design only increased the likeness. 
Since most of the stamps of the 
Dominican Republic are made in 
that country, and American ones 
in Washington, they could not 
have been done by the same en- 
graver as were some of the other 
items noted. Thus it is probable 
that an international duplication 
was made, Perhaps we may as- 
sume that this design was so ap- 
propriate to the purpose that a 
better one could not be found. 

Within the past year several 
countries have issued air letter 
sheets. That of the United States 
shows a DC-4 airliner flying east- 
ward, while from the Phillipines 
comes the same plane westbound 
with a different coat of paint. It 
is somewhat surprising that none 
of the stamps made in Washington 
for the Phillipines during the last 
45 years resembled U. S. issues, 
yet one of the first issues put out 
by the Islands under their new 
government is so similar. 

One further item, while it does 
not belong in the class of copied 
designs, is a similarity by coin- 
cidence which is just as close as 
any of those described above. This 
is the view of New York and the 
Statue of Liberty shown on the 
new 15-cent U. S, airmail and also 
on one of Monaco’s issue commem- 
orating the Centennial Exhibition

in May. In a recent publication 
the designer, Leon Helguera, out- 
lined the months of work he de- 
voted to the U. S. stamp, and the 
prior appearance of the Monaco 
type, made in Europe, prevents 
its being an adaption of the Am- 
erican design. Yet the two differ 
in only minor respects. 

A search of the catalog has not 
revealed any adaptations of other 
countries’ designs as extensive as 
that by which the United States 
has been “honored.” The reason 
for some of these issues appears 
to have lain in the manufacture 
of foreign stamps by the same Am- 
erican engravers who were under 
contract to the United States Gov- 
ernment, while others cannot be 
other than reproductions of an im- 
ported design. Unfortunately, the 
answers to these questions are 
hidden behind the inability of 
private engraving companies to 
give out information and the dif- 
ficulty of making inquiries of 
foreign sources. Any further in- 
formation known to readers would 
be welcomed, 

Few of the stamps discussed 
here, except the original Belgian 
set, are particularly valuable, but 
some are very hard to obtain. The 
Dominican Republic special deli- 
veries are the most available, and 
the Newfoundland issue can be 
located without much trouble. The 
others have been most elusive, and 
some in mint condition have not 
been found in searches of nu- 
merous large cities. The continuing 
inquiry, however, for both stamps 
and data, has only added to the 
interest of this small group of 
“the Americana of the Postage 
Stamp.”

meaning of such a mark, No 
doubt, if he were one of the great 
majority, he took the code sign 
as a slip of the pencil on the part 
of some fermer owner of the stamp 
on an occasion when the stamp 
was being handled. 

Wherever the short dash appears 
in the illustrations, this is to be 
assumed to be the name of the ex- 
pert who has passed on the quality 
or the genuineness of the stamp 
in question. It might only be a 
series of initials, or it might be 
the full name that the expert af- 
fixes to the stamp, but in any case, 
it is his guarantee for then and 
always that his examinations and 
personal opinions lead him to be- 
lieve that the stamp was as he 
marked it. Of course, only the 
more expensive stamps are ever 
expertized as a general rule, be- 
cause the forgers find little profit 
in items of several dollars, or so.

When a stamp is considered to 
be a genuine and faultless per- 
forated stamp, the expert will af- 
fix his mark, or signature near the 
bottom edge on the left side of the 
stamp (Fig. 1) 

If the stamp being examined is 
a genuine and faultless imper- 
forated stamp in the opinion of the 
expert, he places his mark near 
the bottom edge on the lower right 
hand side of the stamp. (Fig. 2) 

One of the items that engage 
the attention of the experts more 
than nearly all others is the deter- 
mination of the realness of a sur- 
charge, or overprint on a stamp. 
Since so many stamps with the 
added printing on their faces have 
risen to expensive levels, and 
since this printing is relatively 
easy to forge, these items have 
had quite a bit of attention from 
the characters with larceny in 
their hearts. After the expertizer 
has determined that the surcharge, 
or the overprint on a stamp is 
genuine, he will apply his mark

determine definitely whether such 
work has been done. Reperforat- 
ing a straight edged stamp is prob- 
ably one of the easiest of the fak- 
ers jobs, while the adding of a 
scarce perforation to an imper- 
forated stamp is next in ease. 

Some of the slicker operators 
can duplicate the paper of a stamp | 
no matter how old, nor how diffi- 
cult such a process might be. And 
they can then take this paper to 
fill in the thin spots, strengthen 
creases, eliminate tears and add 
small pieces to a stamp where 
these have been torn off 

One anecdote comes to mind in 
connection with the repairing of a 
stamp, or in this case, rebuilding 
would be the more accurate term. 
A collector was offered a beauti- 
ful used copy of the $5 Columbian 
issue at a fairly reasonable price 
by a dealer who had his offices in 
a building in New York that 
houses a number of stamp merch- 
ants, It so happened that our col- 
lector friend was nobody’s monkey 
when it came to spending the 
kind of money required for a 
stamp in this price range, so he 
asked the dealer’s permission to 
place the stamp in water to detect 
any flaws in the stamp. 

The dealer readily consented, 
because only a few hours before 
he had purchased this stamp from 
another dealer in the same build- 
ing in whom he had some trust. 
It was only about a minute after 
the stamp had been in the water 
that it separated into four parts. 
The collector was happy to have 
avoided the purchase of such an 
item, while the dealer was speech- 
less with anger. Grabbing the 
saucer with the four pieces of the 
stamp, he dashed to the office of 
his fellow down the hall, where 
after a few hot and loud words, 
heard all over the place and which 
may even have hinted at sudden 
death for the culprit, he made a 
grab for him. The culprit dashed 
from his office to the stairs, fol- 
lowed closely by the victim, both 
vanishing up the street after hav- 
ing negotiated the eight floors of 
stairs in record time.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


The “Title Pages” 
Will Be Advertised 
In Popular Magazine 


Readers have from time to time 
found news items and advertise- 
ments in the pages of this paper 
about the series of so-called title 
pages that have been promoted 
by K. Bileski of Winnipeg, Can- 
ada. For the few who have never 
heard of them, nor actually seen 
them, they might be described as 
some of the most outstanding 
works of the well known minia- 
turist, Arthur Szyk. The artist 
had originally prepared these 
pages for the use of stamp collec- 
tors to be used as the title pages, 
or the frontispiece in their albums 
of several countries. 

The countries that have been 
completed and offered to them 
as of the present date are United 
States, Canada, Poland, Great 
Britain, France and Russia, Fach 
page is a separate study of some 
of the highlights and the historical 
incidents of that nation’s people 
and history. All are executed in 
many colors in the exquisite style 
that has made Szyk famous. 

Mr. Bileski has had such tre- 
mendous success in his offer of 
these pages to stamp collectors, 
that he is now presenting these 
same pages to the non-coecting 
public, To do this, he has reserved 
a full page in the March 1948 is- 
sue of “Coronet.” This magazine 
in the “digest” style format has 
a circulation of about 5,000,000 
copies per issue, and has its appeal 
to the better class of citizen. The 
March issue of Coronet will appear 
on the newstands, and in the mail 
boxes of the nation somewhere on 
or after February 25. 

Mr, Bileski will have to pay 
a sum of $5200.00 for entering his 
ad in just this one issue of that 
magazine. Depending on his suc- 
cess in this venture, he wants to 
take a full page ad in “Life” mag- 
azine some time near the end of 
the present year. The cost of a 
page in “Life” is even more ex- 
pensive, for the fee in this publica- 
tion will require the payment of 
$14,000 for one full page, for the 
one insertion. 

Mr. Bileski is certainly to be 
commended for his business like 
attitude, and his progressive ap- 
proach not only in regard to the 
sale of the Szyk pages, but in the 
manner that he conducts his stamp 
business also. He never lets col- 
lectors forget that he is around 
ready to take care of their needs 
in a satisfactory manner. 

Undoubtedly, the receipt of 
these pages by the non-collecting 
public will cause some of them 
to investigate the pleasures of 
stamp collecting, so as a secondary 
benefit from the project, the hobby 
will receive attractive publicity. 
This is just another indication that 
if an intelligent approach is made 
to the problem of merchandising, 
that collectors, and the public too, 
can be induced to part with their 
dollars. 


TEXAS ASSOCIATION

NEWFOUNDLAND 


There has been much discussion 
as to the future status of New- 
foundland, which has been shift- 
ing back and forth from Crown 
Colony to Dominion, and is now 
being administered by a Commis- 
sion form of government. 

The latest news is that the 
entire matter will probably be 
decided by a referendum to be 
submitted to the people in May 
or June of 1948. They will be re- 
quested to vote on their preference 
for one of the three possible forms 
of government. 

1. COMMISSION FORM, (as at 
present) 

2. SEEK FULL DOMINION 
STATUS. 

3. BECOME A PROVINCE OF 
CANADA. 

Inasmuch as the present form is 
not entirely satisfactory, it is 
probable that one of the other two 
alternatives will eventually be a- 
dopted. If the decision is for full 
Dominion status, it will probably 
be celebrated with an entirely 
new set of stamps. If the decision 
is to become a province of Canada, 
it will mean the end of Newfound- 
land as a stamp issuing country. 

Meanwhile, Newfoundland has 
at last realized the importance of 
the stamp collector as a source 
of revenue in United States dol- 
lars. It was not ynusual for a de- 
lay of 30 days or more in the send- 
ing of stamps ordered from New- 
foundland and you were informed 
that stamps WOULD NOT : BE 
SELECTED and could not be re- 
turned. So you paid your dollars 
and took what was sent, which 
in many cases were stamps abso- 
lutely unfit for collections. 

This has all been changed and 
now all current stamps can be 
obtained from the Newfoundland 
Government Trade Commission 
at 620 Fifth Avenue New York 
20, N. Y. Mr. Robert H. Tait who 
supervises stamp sales at this New 
York office advised the writer that 
all orders are sent out within 48 
hours and that only well centered 
stamps suitable for collectors are 
selected to fill these orders. Fur- 
thermore, all future new issues of 
Newfoundland will be available at 
this New York office on the day 
of issue. Of course they cannot 
service first day covers as these 
Newfoundland stamps cannot be 
used for postage on mai] originat- 
ing in New York. 

Supplying of stamps in New 
York has been, and is, a small 
portion of the work of this New 
York office, but Mr. Tait states 
that the increase in volume of 
orders for stamps, is so great that 
a separate department just for 
stamps will probably be necessary 
very soon. 

Congratulations, Mr. Tait, on 
your appreciation of the needs and 
desires of the United States stamp 
collectors. Keep up giving service 
and you will find that collectors 
will supply a substantial revenue 
in United States dollars for your 
government, 





Good Reading In 
Kehr's New Book 


THE ROMANCE OF STAMP COL- 

G, by Ernest A. Kehr. Pub- 
lished by the Thomas Y. Crowell Co., 
New York, N. Y. 342 pages in cloth 
binding, illustrated.

Every once in a while a new 
book makes its appearance in 
which some phase, or some story 
about stamp collecting is offered. 
The present book by Mr. Kehr 
is certainly no exception in this 
respect, but the emphasis here is 
on the human side of the hobby. 
It is for this reason that the book 
will have a wide popular appeal 
among stamp enthusiasts. 

Nearly everyone wants stories 
about the things in which they are 
interested, or about the people 
who are the fabulous personages 
recognized with these interests. In 
this book, the author has made 
a special effort to present to his 
fellow stamp collectors the his- 
tory of the hobby, illuminating 
anecdotes of the happenings in the 
hobby, and stories about the well 
known persons that are in the fore- 
front of philatelic events. All are 
combined in an easily read, free 
flowing style. 

Of equal appeal to collectors will 
be the information about the col- 
lecting of the stamps themselves, 
The author has made it easy to 
understand about the methods of 
printing stamps, how to identify 
the various methods, how and 
where to get stamps, the various 
papers, the basic factors of con- 
dition, and other facts that are of 
importance to the beginner as well 
as the more advanced person. 

The general collector will find 
a wealth of information in a sec- 
tion of the book designated as a 
Glossary. All the common, and 
many of the uncommon terms 
used in the hobby are identified 
and explained in simple language. 
The book has an adequate number 
of illustrations which bring out 
many of the fine points described 
in the text. 

Those who obtain the book will 
be well rewarded in two respects 
at least. One, they will have enjoy- 
ed some fine entertainment, and 
two, they will have obtained a lot 
of information that should aid 
them with their personal collect- 


ing efforts.

Prices In Bureau Catalog 


To a general stamp collector 
the prices in the United States 
Bureau Precancel catalog might 
seem high and_ unreasonable. 
There are things to be considered 
though when these prices are 
questioned. In the first place 
CONDITION means as much to 
a Bureau Print collector as it 


condition and then feel insulted 
and try to belittle the catalog 
quotations of the Bureau catalog 
when they can’t get full catalog 
price for their off-centered mat- 
erial. 

This same collector quite likely 
would blow a fuse if asked by 
some regular dealer full catalog 
for a U. S. stamp where the per- 
forations cut the design or some 
such other defect. Let me reiter- 
ate that CONDITION means as 
much in bureau precancels as it 
does in regular U. S. collecting. 

Instead of using the misleading 
terms Good, Fine and Superb the 
precancel collector simply uses 
the terms A, B, and C. A is the 
superb with wide margins and 
B is the 


even but definitely not touching 
the design. C of course is the 
third grade material where the 
perforations touch or cut the de- 
sign and other defects like badly 
centered cancellations which do 
not happen as often as the off- 
centered stamps. 
There has been some agitation 
among some collectors to make a 


that just touch the frame and 
those that cut clear into the de- 
sign. I believe they have some- 
thing there. However, when you 
note a stamp priced a dollar or 
two dollars in a Bureau catalog 
you can bet that the normal cen- 
tered stamps in that denomina- 
tion from that particular city are 
not too plentiful. If you find five 
out of a hundred now you are 
doing pretty good. 

So bear this in mind, consider 
the condition in Bureau precan- 
cels whether buying or selling.
